Alarming fears and discontents have arisen in 
this city and its viemity, since the introduction of 
the Small-Pox. Woybts have afisen respecting 
the preventative power of vaccination, since many 
are infected by the former who considered them- 
selves secure, after having passed through the 
vaccina. Dhfferent stories are in circulation res- 
pecting the nature of the disease. Some refuse 
to give it the appellation of Small-Pox, but do 
not know what else to make of it. Others have 
said, it was a peculiar disease imported by a 
negro—whereas it is widely different from the 
Yaws. The total silence of those that have the 
knowledge and opportunities to observe the dis- 
ease in question, has determined me, since I have 
seen & Case, to inform the public in general, that 
it is positively the Small-Pox. %& has been ascer. 
tained in Europe, and particularly in London, that 
Vaccination is no perfect preventative against that 
disease; but some persons, afier passing duly 
through the vaccine disease, may be infected with 
the former, But, in such cases, this latter disor. 
der appears greatly mitigated, and proves but 
seldom mortal. ks course is much shorter, and 
generally no secondary fever arises, as is the case 
in the natural smail-pox, where no vaccination 
has previously been performed, and during which 
ail the danger originates.

Some doubts have arisen in my mind at observ- 
ing the virus taken from ascab The first vac- 
cma virus that was sent over from England, was 
soon altered, and produced a spurious kind, by 
\he inattention of unskilful ypersons, who did not 
know the proper time when the virus must be 
‘aken; and it continued in this state until genuine 
matter was agam procured from the same coun/ 
try. The 8cab must, in my opinion, be composed 
of the genuine virus, and that which is secreted 
atter the efflorescence has taken place—conse-. 
quentiy the vaccination is effected by a compound 
composed of genuine and spurious maticr. Per- 
haps this may likewise be a cause of so many 
persons bemg now infected with the small pox. 

Why vaccination is only practised here in the 
spring season, I cannot divine; since it succeeds 
equally well and safe, if properly conducted, at 
all seasons of the year. If it was to be continued, 
as in Europe, throughout the year, and by skill 
ful hands only, fresh and genuine matter might 
always be had, and probably many bad conse- 
quences thereby prevented, should the small-pox 
be inadvertently introduced. And when this 
might happen, the first cases ought immediately, 
if possible, be excluded from any communication 
with the community, as is generally done in yel. 
low fever cases. The disease in question, as it is 
infinitely more infectious, may perhaps make greater 
devastation now than the yellow fever can do in any 
ene seas un. 

Vaccination, therefore, as before mentioned, is 
no perlect preventative against the Small-Pox ; 
but, ef duly conducted, will mi:igate that disease 
80 that little dgnger may be apprebended from it, 
Therefore, we humbly advice those infected, even 
in the mildest cases, to avoid, as much as pos-

Curopean Antelligence. 


The latest Madrid Gazette received at Gibral- 
tar, contains an abstract of the numbet of ethgge 
who have lately been expelled from Madrid, as 
follows: 48 officers belonging to the regular 
troops ; 87 do, belonging to the militia; 17 depu- 
ties ; 6 ministers; 5 individuals employed under 
them; 3 civil governors, and One state councellor. 

A letter from Berne, dated October 29, states 
that a request has been made to Switzerland, for 
troops to form the guards of the King of Spain 
and the King of Portugal, and that, in order that 
no difficulty may arise, with regard to the for- 
mer, on account of ‘the derangement of the fiean- 
ces of the country, an allied power has offered to 
guarantee the pay and pensions stipulated in a 
convention upon that out jee ’ 

The King aud Royal family of Spain entered 
Madrid, on the 13th of November. The Madrid 
Gazette of the following day, says, “ describe 
correctly the glorious and so ardently wished-for 
entrance of our beloved Sovereign into fthis capt- 
tal, which took place at about half past one 
o’clock, yesterday, together with the most serene 
infants and all the Royal Family, would require a 
long account which the limited extent of the 
whole of our paper could not contain ; and what 
to us appears to exceed description is, the joy and 
satisfaction felt by the loyal population of Madrid 
on the return of their Monarch, whose absence 
and captivity they had so long lamented.” 

On the 15th, information was officialiy received 
at Madrid, that the absolute government of King 
Ferdinand had been acknowledged in the island 
of Mallorea. 

In Belgium 2,000 workmen are now employed 
in opening the canal of Authoin, to form a com- 
munication between the Scheldt and the Hague, 
without touching foreign territory. When com- 
pleted, this canal will be a saving to the Nether 
lands of the annual sum of 1,500,000 francs, paid 
at Conde (France) for transit duty. 

Extract of a private letter, of the 14th Gct. from 
Odessa :—" According to letters from Constan- 
tinople, Dchanib Effendi, who has been restored 
to the Divan, was only removed to prevent his 
opposition to the new measures recently discuss- 
ed and adopted by the Porte, with regard to Rus- 
sia. Dehanib ts very firm in his system, but hith- 
erto he has offered no opposition to the measures 
adopted in his absence. The deposition of the 
Muphti is regarded asthe most important event 
that has occurred since the insurrection of the 
Greeks. As chief interpreter of the laws, and 
head of the Ublemas, he signed all the fetwas of 
the Sultan, which are not considered binding 
without his signature. Various rumours are 
abroad upon the cause of his deposition, which 
certainly is a fresh manifestation of the courage 
and energy of the Sultan.” 

On the 13th October, Baron Hyde de Neuville, 
French ambassador at Lisbon, gave a magnificent 
ball “in honor of the liberation of the King of 
Spain and his august family” His Royal High- 
ness, Don Miguel, of Portugal, was present, with 
all the Corps Diplomatique. 

Sir Robert Wilson has been deprived of the 
Prussian order of the Red Eagle, by a decree of 
the king of Prussia, dated October 1. 

The Paris and London papers continue to dis- 
cuss the affairs of South America, and deal in 
wise speculations as to the designs of the Holy 
Alliance. The editors of the latter insist, that 
John Bull will do as he pleases, unfettered by any 
of them—and the former admit, that if called to 
a Congress, England will not repair to it, or at 
most only leave a visiting card by a ceremonious

LATE FROM HAVANA.—Capt. Higgins, of 
the John & Edward, arrived at New-York, in- 
forms, that on the night of the 15th Nov, part of 
three or four crews of American vessels were at- 
tacked by Spanish sailors and soldiers, and were 
obliged to retreat to the brig Noble, of Boston, 
she being the nearest vessel; the Spaniards fol- 
lowed on board, took from her the mate and all 
her crew, and other Americans, 19 in number, 
one of them severely wounded by the butt of a 
musket. ‘They were all in prison when the John 
& Edward sailed. 

The steamboat plying between Havanna and 
Matanzas, was attacked by the pirates near the 
Moro on the 21st of December, and beat them 
off with the loss of one passenger, who was shot 
through the head.

Clover,) | have found by experience, to be not 


firable ot all grasses. It vegetates quicker in the 
Spring than any other grass, it resists the effect 
of droughts, it may be cut 4 or 5 times in the 
course of the season, and it will endure from 10 
to 12 years without renewing. Of all other gras. 
s¢s it is the most profitable for soiling. I am ful- 
ly af opinion, that one acre properly got in would 
be more than sufficient to maintain at least 6 head 
of cattle from the first of May, until the frosts set 
i», fot before it can be cut down in this way, the 
first part of it will again be ready for the scythe. 
English writers have recommended the drill sys- 
tem for this grass, but in this climate 1 have found 
this plan not to answer. nd 

The proper mode is to put the land i or- 
der; to sow it broad cast, and to get the seed in 
curing the month of April, or the early part of 
May. Pall sowing will not answer, as when sow- 
ed so late, i, like Clover, is found not to resist the 
eflects of the frosts. It may be got in with Spring 
Rye, or Barley, or with Oats, but in the last case, 
the Oats would require to be cut green and before 
getting into seed, and by this means, an early feed 
tor cattle would be obtained without impoverish- 
ing the soil. But the mode I would most confi. 
dently recommend, would be to sow with the La- 
cerne, about half a bushel of common (winter) Rye 
to the acre. The effect of this is, that the Rye, 
which vegetates quickly, serves as a nurse to the 
young grass, against the effects of the scorching 
sun, and by the time the grass attains sufficient 
strength to protect itself, the Rve withers and ap- 
parently dies. HK will however again come forth 
in the spring and mixed with the Lucerne, will add 
much to the quantity of Fodder, and prove a most 
excellent feed for cattle. The Rye wilh admit of 
beng cul green in this way, (before getting into 
seed) two or three times with the Lucerne, before 
iu decays. The quantity of seed | recommend, is 
at the rate of 15 to 20 pound to the acre. 

The kind of soit most suitable for this culture 
is « dry mellow land—but a sandy or clay land will 
also answer, prowided they are not wet, In a favor. 
able season, the Lucerne may be cut the ensuing 
fall—after the first season, you may generally be- 
gin to cut it green for cattle by the first of ‘May, 
which saves the young pasture, and is in every re. 
spect a great convenience, as hogs and every de- 
scription of animals devour it with equal avidity. | 
It produces a great quantity of seed, and is much 
more easily obtained than clover. ‘The second and 
third crops are the most productive of seed.
